To use an Americanism, the 
French Government might find 
that it bas “bitten off more than 
it can chew.” We trus: this is 
not so for -two reasons—firstly, 
because we should not like to see 
our old Ally in difficulties and

secondly because it would moan 
chaca erantustly in a good deal 
of the European mainiand. We 
da. not proposa here to make 
more than & passing reference to 
the serious possibilities of Gar- 
many going Bolshevik. Wo have 
dealt with that. subject in 
previous, comments, We “ace 
very little hope in the present 
situation; as a matter of fact we 
fear most grave eventualitias, 
What concerns ua most is that 
our own Government is bound ta 
feel the effects of tha fever wave 
in Europe. . Were France to be- 
come really endangered through 
the march of events, there will 
ba overy probability of Britain, 
sioig with Italy, and perhaps 
Americy too, being obliged to 
intervene to extricate her fram 
a difficult position. Is it too Iste 
for something to be done to save 
the whole situation from drifting 
into more perilous waters? That 
is a dig’ question. and one which 
very few, even among the world’s 
most competent statesmen, might 
ba prepared to answer, It may 
be that France -will not need 
outside assistance. Woe see her 
point of view, and sympathise 
with it, and therefore, for her own 
good and for the good of all Europe, 
we kope that she will not Fail. 


De Colbert Case. 


The relesse bs the judicial 
authorities in Canton of Dr. de 
Colbert is worthy of more than 
passing cotice. At first, the doc- 
tor was regarded as a Russian 


Bolskevist, “bs t he insisted tbat] 


be was a German and as such he 
waa tried. Germany, asia known, 
has relinquished extra-territorial 
rights in Chine. That was why 
Dr. de Colbert's case came before 
a Chinese Court—the first 
instance, we aretold, in which a 
foreigner has been subject to 
ostive jurisdiction in China. It 
ig this fact which-invests the 
case wish special interess. Oo 
the merits of the arrest of the 
doctor and his subsequea’ pr23- 
ecution we have nothing .to say. 
We are not at the moment in- 


Bat we do wish to register our 
opinion that the treatment meted 
out to the accused was little short 
of scandalous. It was in October 
that de Colbert and his interpre- 
ter wera arrested, and before the 
case was finally dispoved of, the 
latter died in prison withou’ ever 
and 
3zome three months elapsed bafore 
de Colbert himself way relzased. 
So far as de Colbort was con; 
icerned, efiurts were repeatealy 
made to get his case befote the 


jadicial authorities, bu: he was 
confined in gaol week after weok 
before he even knew the charge 
tbat was to ba preferred against 
bim. It is said, also, that be was 
subject to abominable treatment 
whilst thus confinad, and although 
the authorities had atl their 
evidence against him fully pre- 
pared when the tir: hearing came 
on, the cas3 was indefinitely al- 
journed after the Court had sat 
for three or four hours. The prob- 
ability is that but forthe recent 
turn of events in Canton, doe 
Colbert would still be lying in a 
Chinese prison, unable to get bis 
cas) disposed of, much leas to 
secure justice. , 


The Main Point. 


The point of all this is tha: 
Chinese judicial methods need 
very serious overhauling before 
there can .be any thougnt 
of foreign Powers surrendering 
heir extra-territorial ‘rights. 
This, the first, case in which a 
foreigner bas been subject to 
Chinese Jaw has made that much 
apparent. We do not cara 
whether a man is a-Bolshevist, 
an anarchist or anything else: he 
is entitled to a square deal and, if 
arrested, to & prompt sad 
impartial trial. This is what Dr. 
de Colbert did mot get, and 
though he was eventually re- 
leased he certainly has cause to 
complain at the manner of his 
tregtment and the way in which 
his cass was handled by the 
authorities. After reflecting .on 
ait thet. bas occurred in this 
jnstance, @ feel devoutly 
thankful that the Powers 
generally stil) retain jorisdictiog 
over thoir nationals in Coins, an 
we should tremble to think what 
would happen if there were any 
abandonment of extra-territorial- 
ity. The case under notice hae 
certainly been of value ig ius. 
trating the incompetency of -the 
Chinese judicial authoritiies, but 
even that must ba small consol. 
tion tothe man who has been 
made a victin of the system,

" . DAMASK, 
The Designer's Art. 


‘The term “damask” owea its 
origin to the silk fabrice of 
Damascus. These were elaborate- 
ly woven in colours, sometimes 
with the addition of gald or other 
metaliicthreads, At the present 
day it denotes a linen texture 
figured in the weaving with floral 
or other patterns. : 

Authorities state that it is 
probably correct to credit the 
Chinese with being the earliest 
inventors of looms for weaving 
figured silks, and elaborate de- 
signs were made as far back as 
206 BC. At that time Wesatero 
woven cloths were only ornament- 
ed with. coloured threads or 
embroidery. Tha date of the 
introduction ofbandloomdamasss 
into Ireland seems doubtinl, but 
the invention of the Jacquard 
machine by Joseph Jacquard, the 
son of @ silk weaver of Lyons, 
took place aboct 1801, and it was 
exhibited at the National Ex- 
hibition in 1804. Subsequently it 
was introduced into Scotland 
about the year 1824, and orobably 
found its way to the North of 
Ireland in the forties of last 
century. Long before Jacquard’s 
invention. damasks and other 
figured fabrics were woven in. 
Patterns of a simple style were 
first ptodaced by the operation 
of treadles raising the warp as 
tequired by the weavar's feet, but 
later the draw-boy system was 
instituted, and these >doys 
‘were tanght to read the more 
elaborate designs, and operste 
the warp threads through the 
medium of pulleys in conjunction 
with the weaver, who gave his 
attantion to his weaving, thus 
greatly expediting his work.

In Paris a cartridge was dia. 
coveted ina supply of anthracite: 
a 37 mom. shell wag discovered in 
avack of ordinary coal, and. two 
different parsons found suspicious: 
lookirg balis of caat-iron among! 
their “boulets.” The municipal! 
Iaboratory hagbeenentrusted with | 
tre examination of these objects. 

At Dijon a servant girl had jast 
put a shove:ful of anthracite in 
the kitchen stove when a violent 
explosion occurred, bursting the 
stove, breaking a window, and 
causing serious burns to the girl. 
At Bordeaux, 2 kitchon stove 
exploded, tne fuel used being 
“boulets.”  — 

At Lille-le-Guillaume an ex- 
plosion in 8 stove was shown to 
.be due to the presence of a 
metallic object baving somewhat 
the form of a grenade.

tive of the Phoerter consider it 
very improbable that thereis any 
mountain higher than Everest 
Amnemachin, it is true, has oaver 
been scientifically measured, but 
itis pointed out that there have 
been other travellers‘in Tidet, and 
tha: no special attention has 
hitherto been valled. to it. Sir 
‘George Pereira says it is the 
finest mountain he has ever seen, 
and was entirely covered with 
snow. 

“To geta mountain over 2». 
000 ft.ia height standing by itself, 
as Sie George Pereira says the 
Amnemachin stands, would be 
extremely doubtful," Colonel 
Howard-Burs, MCP, said) “Ln

: HIGHER THAN EVEREST? BRICK FROM NINEVEH. DAIRY 


Sir R. Temple's Burmese 
Museum for Sale, 


The brick fram Ninevoh whic 
was to be sold Iast month 
with many other interesting 
things at the Nash, near Worcee- 
ter, has an inscription cut with 
a stiletto in the later Babylonian, 
or wedge-shaped, writing, which 
reads, “I am Nebuchadnezzar, 
King of Babylon, the restorer of 
tha temples of Sag-ili and Zida, 
tha eldest son of Nabopolassar, 
King of Babyton.” 

Tt was customary tor bricks for 
public buildings in Babslon to 
bear the stamp of the king in 
whose reign they were mada, and 
as the Pabylonian writing was a 
series of symbols, or ideographs, 
and the scribes spread out the 
names of their monarchs in or- 
der to give them as much gran- 
deur as possible, this inscription, 
which makes only a line or two 
in its translated form, occupies 
nearly the whole of the face of the 
brick, Conspicuous in the firat 
line of syrcbols is the star, which 
always preceded the nama of a 
god. In this casa the fod 
was Nebo, fromm whom, ag a 
patron saint, the king was named, 
the whole oame Nebuchadnezzar, 
magnified by the scribe isto ten 
ileographic syllables, Na-bi-uk- 
ku-edu urri-u-su-ur taraning “Ne 
bo protects the crown. 

The brick, in colaur a dull yel- 
lowish red, is aboub twice the size 
of modern building bricks. Partly 
rounded at the top,i: resembles a 
coiniature tombstone. [ft was 


| obtained fifty or sixty years ago 


from the excavations of ‘Nineveh 
by a relative of Sir Richard 
Carnac Temple, the . officer, 
who, towards the end of Jast cen- 
tury took over Mandalay from the 
oative government an} turned a 
mediaeval town into amedern city 
of the type found in British India.
